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CONSTITUTION 

Of  the  Association  of  the  Alumnas  and  Former  Students 
cf  Sweet  Briar  College 


Article  I. — Name 
The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Association 
of    the    Alumnae    and    Former    Students    of    Sweet    Briar 
College. 

Article  II. — Purpose 
The  purpose   of   this   Association  shall   be  to  keep   the 
Alumnae  and   Former  Students  in  touch  with  each  other 
and  with  the  college  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
college. 

Article  III. — Members 
Asy  alumnae — that  is,  any  person  who  has  taken  a  degree 
from  Sweet  Briar  College — and  any  person  who  has  attended 
the  college  as  a  student,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Association. 

Article  IV.— OlScers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretaiy,  Treasurer  and  an 
Elxecutive  Committee  composed  of  four  other  members  of 
the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  the  Secretary  and  two  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Alumnae.  The  Vice- 
President,  the  Treasurer  and  the  other  two  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  from  the  Association 
at  large,  exclusive  of  Alumnae. 


Sec.   3.  The   election   of   ofRcers   shall   be   by   ballot   at  ' 

the  annual  meeting,  from  the  list  of  candidates  presented  j 

by  the  Nominating  Committee,  increased  by  any  nomijia-  i 
tions  which  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Article  V. — Meetings  ] 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  regular  meeting  of  the  Asso-  j 

ciation  each  year,  said  meetings  to  be  held  at  the  coUege  | 
during  commencement  week. 

Sec.  2,  Those  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  '• 

Article  VI. — Dues  j 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  membership  shall  be  one  I 

dollar,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting.    If 

any  member  pays  twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one  time  she  is  i 

exempt  from  further  annual  dues.  j 

Article  VII. — Amendments  j 
This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided   notice    of    such    proposed    change    shall    have    been  | 
given  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  put  into  the  call  for  the  | 
meeting,  issued  at  least  one  month  previous  thereto. 


BY-LAWS 
By-Law  I, — The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  call 
and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  to  appoint  some  one  to  make  a 
report  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  college;  to  appoint  the 
members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  one  month  before 
the  annual  meeting;  to  appoint  an  Alumnae  Editor  for  th© 
College  Magazine,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as 
pertain  to  her  office. 
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By-Law  n,_The  duty  of  the  Vice-President  shall  be  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of  the 
President. 

By-Law  III,_The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  give 
notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  keep  minutes 
of  their  proceedings;  to  send  to  all  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, with  the  notice  of  the  annual  meeting,  a  list  of  the 
candidates  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee;  to 
carry  on  all  correspondence  of  the  Association;  to  prepare 
an  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Association,  including 
all  committees;  and  to  keep  a  list  of  the  names  and  post- 
office  addresses  of  all  members  of  the  Association. 

By-Law  IV — The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to 
collect  all  money  due  the  Association,  expend  the  same  as 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  present  a 
report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association  at  every 
regular   meeting. 

By-Law  V — The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  to  formulate  plans  for  the  work  of  the  Association,  to 
present  them  to  the  Association  for  approval  when  necessary 
and  to  execute  all  plans  which  are  adopted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, except  where  special  committees  are  appointed. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  authorize  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  funds  of  the  Association  and  transact  all  busi- 
ness of  the  Association.  "^ 


AlIENDMENTS 
By-Law  VI. 
All  Association  members  visiting   Sv/eet   Briar  shall  be 
expected  to  abide  by  the  Student  Government  Association 
rules. 


Article  III.— Members 
Section  2.  Former  students  of  the  academy  are  eligible 
to   auxiliary   membership    in    the   Association    and   all   the 
privileges  pertaining  thereto  except  that  of  holding  office. 

Article  IV.— Officers 

Section  2.  The  President,  one  other  officer  and  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  Alumnae. 
The  two  other  officers  and  the  other  two  members  cf  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  from  the  Usociation 
at  large,  exclusive  of  Alumnae. 

Article  IV.— Officers 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  hold 
office  for  two  years.  This  amendment  shall  go  into  effect 
on  June,  1918. 

Article  VI.— Dues 

Section  2.  Any  member  of  the  Association  who  has  not 
paid  her  dues  for  three  consecutive  years  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered an  active  member  of  the  Association  and  her  name 
shall  be  struck  from  the  mailing  list  but  not  omitted  from 
the  booklet. 


MINUTES— 1918 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Alumnae  and 
Former  Students,  June,  1918,  no  business  could  be  trans- 
acted except  the  election  of  officers  for  the  following  year. 
These  officers  were  elected:  Marianne  Martin,  President; 
Edith  Forbush,  Vice-President;  Mary  Pinkerton  Kerr,  Secre- 
tary; Julia  Barber,  Treasurer;  Margaret  Grant  Marsh, 
Rachel  Lloyd,  Amy  Elliott  Jose,  Margaret  Reed,  ExecuUve 
Committee. 


The  committee  decided  to  omit  the  publication  of  the 
booklet  this  year.  This  was  done  in  order  to  give  the 
money  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  President  of  the  college  and  the  President  of  the 
Association  sent  out  an  appeal  to  all  the  graduates  asking 
the  classes  to  make  an  organized  effort  to  raise  money  for 
the  Endowment  Fund.  The  Secretary  sent  out  letters  to 
the  chapters  asking  them  to  reorganize  or  to  form  new 
chapters  in  towns  where  none  had  been  established. 

As  there  w^as  no  further  business  to  be  brought  before 
the  Association  the  meeting  adjourned. 

The  President  of  the  Association  appointed  a  nominating 
committee  who  brought  in  the  following  names  for  the 
officers  for  the  year  1919  and  1920:

MINUTES— 1919 

The  meeting  of  the  Association  of  the  Alumnae  and 
Former  Students  was  held  at  Sweet  Briar,  June  2,  1919, 
with  Miss  Martin  presiding.  The  President  opened  the 
meeting  with  a  short  talk  on  the  pui-pose  of  the  Associa- 
tion.   This  was  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  Secretary's 
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and  the  Treasurer's  report,  both  of  which  were  accepted. 

Miss  Eleanor  Smith  told  the  Association  of  the  various 
college  activities  of  the  past  year. 

A  discussion  of  the  "selling  of  food"  in  the  dining  room 
was  opened  by  Miss  Louise  Case.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  President 
to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to  the  Association. 

The  President  explained  the  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
tion that  the  officers  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
Mrs.  Genie  Steele  Hardy  suggested  that  the  constitution 
be  amended  to  reduce  ths  number  of  former  students  hold- 
ing office  to  two.  It  was  moved  by  Miss  Ruth  Mcilravy 
that  the  amendment  be  as  follows:  The  officers  of  the 
Association  shall  be  alumnae  and  not  more  than  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  former  students. 
It  was  moved  and  carried  that  this  amendment  pass  over 
to  the  next  year.  Miss  Seaver  made  a  motion  that  the 
present  officers  continue  in  office.     This  was  carried. 

Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  was  amended  so  that  it 
read:  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  bs  elected  for 
two  years.    This  shall  go  into  effect  from  June,  1913. 

The  President  explained  Group  Insurance.  After  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  matter  it  was  suggested  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  with  Miss  Cornelia  Carroll  as  chairman  to  consult 
with  two  business  men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  Mr.  Manson 
and  the  other  not  directly  connected  with  the  college,  be- 
fore deciding  to  invest  any  money  in  this  way. 

Miss  Martin  told  the  Association  of  a  plan  to  have  a 
portrait  of  Miss  Benedict  painted  and  presented  to  the 
college.  It  was  decided  that  she  should  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  matter  of  a  portrait. 

The  following  amendment  was  passed:  Article  IV.  Any 
member  failing  to  pay  her  dues  for  three  consecutive  years 
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shall  not  be  considered  an  active  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  her  name  shall  be  struck  from  the  mailing  list  but 
not  omitted  from  the  booklet. 

The  President  asked  for  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Association.  The  value  of  formal  class  reunions  was 
brought  up.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  each  graduat- 
ing class  should  hold  a  reunion  every  second  and  fifth  year 
and  every  fifth  year  thereafter. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college 
which  the  President  of  the  Association  attended,  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  college  was  reported  as  good.  There 
was  a  saving  of  two  thousand  dollars  in  the  Refectory. 
There  were  to  be  some  changes  in  the  faculty  in  the  fall 
when  the  number  of  men  in  the  faculty  was  to  be  increased. 
The  salaries  of  all  the  professors  had  been  raised  and  the 
library  was  to  be  kept  by  a  trained  librarian. 

The  Treasurer  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  paying  dues.  A 
motion  was  made  to  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  suggest  on 
the  bill  heads  that  the  members  pay  as  large  an  amount 
over  the  dues  as  possible. 

As  there  was  no  further  business  to  be  brought  before 
the  Association  the  meeting  adjourned. 

At  the  close  of  the  Alumnae  meeting  Miss  McVea  ad- 
dressed the  Association,  stressing  the  immediate  need  of 
larger  endowment  for  Sweet  Briar.  She  explained  that  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  was  the  minimum  endow- 
ment for  a  standard  college.  By  counting  the  farm,  the 
Bookshop  and  the  sum  previously  raised,  we  could  count 
on  eighty-five  thousand.  The  remainder  of  the  required 
sum  she  called  upon  the  Alumnae  to  give  their  heartiest 
support  to  raise  during  the  coming  year.

Of  tlie  Association  of  Alumnae  and  Former  Students  to 

Inquire  into  the  Practice  of  Selling  Food  in 

the  Dining  Eoom 


Miss  McVea  was  interviewed  just  after  the  faculty 
luncheon  to  the  Seniors  during  Commencement,  1919,  and 
was  asked  her  opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of  selling 
things  to  eat  in  the  dining  room.  She  seemed  pleased  that 
the  committee  should  have  come  to  talk  it  over  and  very 
kindly  explained  that  such  a  practice  during  1918-1919  was 
due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  the  tea  house  had  not  been 
open  regularly  and  on  account  of  the  strict  influenza  quaran- 
tine no  girls  had  been  allowed  to  go  to  Lynchburg.  She 
said  she  had  investigated  several  alleged  cases  of  extreme 
extravagance  and  had  found  them  greatly  exaggerated.  She 
had  examined  Miss  Weatherlow's  books  and  no  girl's  ac 
count  was  unduly  large.  She  said  further,  that  as  a  general 
thin-  the  idea  of  selling  such  things  as  second  helpings  of 
desserts  et  cetera  did  not  meet  with  her  approval  and 
hereafter  would  not  be  allowed.  The  committee  agreed 
with  her  that  it  was  unwise  but  that  such  things  as  bread 
and  butter  for  picnics  and  parties  should  continue  to  bo 
sold  from  the  refectory. 

The    committee    came    away   entirely   satisfied   with    the 
result  of  the  interview.

STATEMENT   OF   THE   WORK  OF   THE  ASSOCIA- 
TION BY  THE  PRESIDENT 


Yes,  this  is  the  President's  report.  Merely  a  statement  of 
fact  and  perhaps  not  very  interesting  reading.  However,  I 
beg  each  member  of  the  Association  to  peruse  carefully  the 
few  lines  following  and  ask  herself  how  this  report  can  be 
made  bigger,  fuller,  more  interesting.  In  other  words. 
How  can  the  Association  work  be  done  more  efficiently  and 
how  can  the  Association  mean  more  in  the  life  of  the 
College,  of  the  Alumnae  and  of  the  old  girls  in  general? 
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The  work  the  Association  has  accomplished  in  the  past 
two  years  is  as  follows: 

(1)  62,730  has  been  raised  for  the  Endowment  Fund. 
The  handbook  was  not  printed  last  year  and  a  special 
appeal  for  the  Endowment  Fund  was  made  to  each  mem- 
ber. In  this  way  we  were  able  to  buy  $1,300  worik  of 
Liberty  Bonds  and  about  $1,300  has  been  invested  for  us 
by  Mr.  Manson.  This  money  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
Endowment  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  campaign  in  June. 

(2)  The  Association  as  a  business  organization  has  been 
put  on  a  more  efficient  basis.  All  officers  are  now  elected 
for  a  two-year  term.  The  names  of  members  who  have  not 
paid  their  duzs  for  three  years  will  be  taken  off  the  Secre- 
tary's and  Treasurer's  mailing  lists.  These  girls  will  no 
longer  be  considered  active  members. 

(3)  A  vain  attempt  has  been  made  to  form  new  chapters 
of  the  Associa-tion  and  to  revive  old  chapters.  This  has  been 
a  marked  faikire.  Can  you  suggest  a  way  which  wiU  prove 
successful? 

(4)  A  more  systematic  plan  has  been  made  for  class 
reunions  at  Commencement. 

I  wish  to  mention  three  among  the  many  things  which 
we  should  strive  for  in  the  future. 

(1)  We  must  make  an  even  more  strenuous  effort  to  add 
to  the  Endowment  Fund.  In  other  words,  do  our  full  t>hare 
in  the  campaign  which  is  to  be  launched  at  Sweet  Briar 
in  February. 

(2)  The  local  chapters  must  be  made  valuable  and  effi- 
cient. 

(3)  Each  member  must  work  and  think  for  the  Associa- 
tion so  that  it  may  become  worthy  of  Sweet  Briar.

Statement  by  Miss  McVea 

The  year  1919-1920  will  always  be  a  banner  year  for 
Sweet  Briar.  In  September  we  opened  with  two  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  college  students  and  with  the  sub-freshmen 
class  permanently  closed.  In  January  we  will  definitely 
launch  our  campaign  for  a  million  dollars — five  hundred 
thousand  in  1920  and  five  hundred  thousand  in  1921.  We 
have  enrolled  in  our  various  classes: 

Seniors  19 

Juniors  37 

Sophomores  53 

Freshmen    154 

Irregulars    24 

Faculty    35 

The  newly  organized  department  of  Economics  and  So- 
ciology has  already  a  large  registration  and  is  proving  in- 
valuable. This  is  the  second  department  created  in  the 
past  two  years — as  College  Physics  was  organized  in  1918. 

Our  large  registration  makes  the  need  of  endowment  and 
funds  for  building  imperative.  We  could  have  registered 
a  hundred  additional  students  this  year  if  we  had  had 
dormitory  and  academic  space.  The  hour  of  Sweet  Briar's 
great  opportunity  has  sounded.  The  next  few  months  will 
be  a  time  of  unremitting  work,  but  the  results  will  amply 
reward  us.    As  President  of  the  College,  I  urge  every  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Alumnae  Association  to  support  the  endowment 
campaign.  Sweet  Briar  is  yoiir  college;  her  success  v/ill  be 
a  perpetual  source  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  you. 

The  present  innumerable  college  campaigns  testify  to  the 
belief  of  America  in  the  value  of  a  college  education  for 
both  men  and  women.  The  war  proved  that  the  colleges  of 
the  countiT  were  producing  leaders  of  thought  and  leaders 
of  practical  activity.  The  contribution  of  the  colleges  to 
America  in  the  hour  of  her  world  struggle  cannot  be 
overestimated.  And  America  is  prepared  to  undei-write 
these  institutions  in  which  she  believes.  She  is  prepared 
to  maintain  and  endow  her  standard  colleges. 

Sweet  Briar  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  Business 
Director  of  the  endowment  campaign  Mr.  George  0. 
Tamblyn,  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Ward  &  Hill.  In  the 
near  future  former  students  will  be  notified  personally  of 
our  campaign  plans.  I  am  confident  that  every  Sweet  Briar 
girl  will  enter  with  enthusiasm  into  this  movement  which 
will  secure  the  future  of  the  college  she  loves. 

We  need  $500,000  for  immediate  endowment. 

We  need  $160,000  for  dormitories. 

We  need     $50,000  for  a  gymnasium. 

We  need     $85,000  for     a  science  building. 

We  need     $40,000  for  a  library. 

W^e  need     $25,000  for  a  chapel. 

With  such  endowments  and  improvements  Sweet  Briar, 
strong  in  the  history  of  the  past,  could  go  forward  con- 
fidently into  a  future  of  large  opportunities  and  wider 
achievements.

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NEWS  FROM  SWEET  BRIAR 


The  Student  Government  Association,  with  Helen  John- 
ston as  president,  is  making  great  strides  forward.  Many 
of  the  worries  of  the  Executive  are  over,  now  that  the 
Academy  no  longer  exists.  Some  radical  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  Constitution,  most  notable  of  which  is 
the  abolishment  of  compulsoiy  chapel.  For  the  past  three 
years  voluntary  chapel  had  been  a  much  coveted  Senior 
privilege,  but  now  the  Freshman  enjoys  this  same  luxury. 
The  most  remarkable  part  of  this  change  is  the  fact  that  the 
chapel  is  crow'ded.  Accept  our  congratulations;  it  never 
could  have  been  in  our  day.

Sweet  Briar  has  a  veiy  wonderful  new  addition.  Have 
you  heard  what  it  is?  Just  behind  the  Academic  building 
on  the  other  side  of  the  road  is  a  structure  about  ninety 
feet  long  and  thirty  feet  wade.  It  is  the  Y  hut  and  was 
completed  in  November.  You  old  girls  know  how  much 
S^vreet  Briar  has  lacked  a  big  room  where  all  might  meet 
and  feel  cozy  and  at  home.  This  is  a  place  wdiere  there 
wall  be  no  quiet  hour  rules,  and  where  in  the  winter  time 
when  the  world  outside  is  dreary  and  cold  all  may  gather 
around  a  huge  log  fire,  toast  marshmallows  and  swop  stories. 

The  opening  of  the  hut  took  place  in  November  a  short 
time  before  Thanksgiving.  The  -^v^alls  were  covered  with 
autumn  leaves  and  good  eats  were  plentiful. 

The  hut  is  the  most  thrilling  phase  of  Y.  W.,  but  there 
still  remains  the  work  of  carrying  on  the  other  activities. 
As  usual  the  new  girls  were  given  their  opening  reception. 
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This  year  the  famous  "Shake  and  HoAvdy"'  line  was  done 
away  with  and  in  its  place  was  a  real  movie,  followed  by 
dancing  and  stunts  in  the  refectory.  We  have  a  German 
baker  who  makes  most  delicious  cakes  which  were  much 
in  evidence  that  night. 

The  work  with  the  maids  is  still  being  continued  and 
classes  in  English  and  Hygiene  are  being  held  for  them.

Miss  Wagner  and  Miss  Tignor  are  still  at  the  Indian 
Mission  and  we  hope  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  help  them. 

The  Sunday  schools  for  both  the  waitresses  and  the  chil- 
dren on  Sweet  Briar  grounds  are  being  held. 

Two  new  phases  of  work  have  been  added.  An  infirmary 
committee,  composed  of  girls,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that 
any  one  who  is  unfortunate  enough  to  be  ill  at  the  In- 
firmaiy  is  visited  daily,  has  flowers  in  her  room,  and  a  good 
novel  to  help  her  while  away  the  long  hours.  Birthday 
parties  in  the  Refectory  are  also  given.  A  long  table  deco- 
rated with  candles  and  bright  colored  trimmings  with  two 
or  more  huge  chocolate  cakes  has  its  place  at  one  end  of 
the  dining  room.  About  this  all  the  girls  who  have  a 
birthday  in  the  chosen  month  are  gathered. 

The  work  of  all  the  committees  has  started  with  great 
enthusiasm  this  year  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Association 
that  the  Y.  W.  will  take  even  a  greater  part  in  the  life  of 
every  girl  than  ever  before.

The  Athletic  Association  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having 
for  its  Physical  Director  Miss  Gascoigne,  who  held  that 
position  from  1912-1916.  One  of  the  plans  of  the  Associa- 
tion is  Inter-Collegiate  sports,  basket-ball  and  hockey  with 
such  women's  colleges  as  Westhampton  and  Sargents 
Physical  Training  School.  The  first  contest  of  the  season 
was  with  Westhampton  at  Sweet  Briar,  but  on  account  of 
the  heavy  rains  the  hockey  game  could  not  be  played.  A 
basket-ball  game  is  scheduled  with  the  same  college  in 
Richmond  later  in  the  season.  We  also  hear  rumors  of  a 
crewe  and  real  shells  on  the  lake.  Wouldn't  that  outshine 
the  old  boat  races  when  broken  oars  would  be  much  in 
evidence? 

The  old  system  of  awarding  letters  to  the  members  of 
the  Varsity  teams  and  to  those  who  broke  records  and 
numerals  to  the  members  of  the  class  teams  has  been  aban- 
doned. A  point  system,  modeled  after  the  plan  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  has  been  adopted.  By  this  scheme 
all  the  sports  have  been  classed  under  two  heads— Major 
and  Minor— the  Major  being  basket-ball,  hockey  and  the 
field  day  events;  the  Minor  being  hiking,  riding,  lake 
events,  and  tennis.  Participation  in  these  branches  gives 
the  student  a  certain  number  of  points,  until  500  points 
during  the  whole  college  course  are  gained  and  the  girl  is 
presented  with  an  S-B  monogram.  For  each  100  additional 
points  an  arm  stripe  is  given.  To  the  winner  of  250  points 
the  class  numerals  are  awarded.

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The  Dramatic  Association  has  made  great  progress  since 
it  has  devised  the  plan  of  holding  conferences  and  dis- 
cussing plays  and  parts  with  those  who  aspire  to  wear  the 
Merry  Jester  and  Rippler  rings.  Of  course  this  has  neces- 
sitated a  greater  delay  in  presenting  bids,  but  it  has  given 
a  fairer  chance  to  each  girl. 

Dui-ing  the  fall  Martha  Darden,  '17,  who  studied  Dramatics 
in  New  York,  returned  to  college  to  play  in  "Quality  Street," 
in  which  she  had  gained  such  fame  in  her  Senior  year. 
According  to  the  custom  of  the  Senior  class  of  '17,  the 
Juniors  of  this  year  took  this  play  to  Amlierst  where  it  met 
with  tlie  same  favor  that  the  earlier  play  had  done. 

Katherine  Taylor  is  serving  her  second  term  as  presi- 
dent  of  the  Association.

Resolved  that:  ■ 

Law  I. — Freshmen  shall  at  all  times  show  deference  to    \ 
Faculty.  I 
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Law  II. — Freshmen  give  precedence  to  upper  classmen 
in  all  line  formation,  viz.:  mail  lines,  post-office  and  bank 
lines. 

Law  III. — On  all  occasions  Freshmen  sacrifice  their  seats 
to  upper  classmen  in  such  places  as  the  tea-house,  parlors, 
rooms,  campus,  and  arcades. 

Law  IV. — No  Freshmen  shall  sit  on  the  concrete  wall  ad- 
jacent to  Randolph. 

Law  v. — No  Freshmen  shall  sit  in  front  of  row  nine  in 
the  chapel  at  concerts,  meetings,  or  entertainments  of  any 
kind,  except  religious  meetings. 

Law  VI. — Freshmen  shall  stand  aside  for  upper  classmen 
at  all  doors. 

Law  VII. — Freshmen  shall  be  careful  at  all  times  of  their 
personal  appearance. 

Law  VIII. — No  Freshmen  shall  break  two  old  girls  danc- 
ing together  in   the   gymnasium. 

Law  IX. — Freshmen  shall  wear  a  uniform  apron  between 
the  hours  of  7:30  a.  m.  and  3:00  p.  m.  on  all  days  except 
holidays.  Aprons  shall  be  clean.  This  apron  shall  be  worn 
so  that  it  can  be  seen,  i.  e.,  over  dress  from  beginning  of 
classes  to  Founders'  Day. 

Resolution  i. — A  vigilance  committee  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  Sophomore  Class,  which  shall  be  vested  with  the 
power  to  report  all  misdemeanors  on  the  part  of  the  Fresh- 
men, to  the  Varsity  Council.  The  accused  Freshmen  shall 
be  tried  in  court  by  the  aforesaid  Varsity  Council,  and  be- 
fore the  entire  Faculty  and  Student  Body  of  Sweet  Briar 
College.  If  found  guilty,  penalties  shall  be  inflicted  by  the 
Varsity  Council. 

Resolution  ii. — This  Constitution  is  subject  to  revision 
and  amendments. 
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The  Varsity  Council  shall  consist  of  the  four  class  presi- 
dents (president  of  Senior  class  as  chairman),  and  two 
representatives  from  each  class  appointed  by  respective 
presidents. 


OUE  FRENCH  AND  SERBIAN  GIRLS 

Sweet  Briar  is  very  fortunate  in  having  two  girls  from 
Europe  who  are  attending  college  this  year.  Many  of  you 
have  heard  of  Antoinette  Malet  who  came  from  France  in 
1918  and  is  beginning  her  second  year  with  us.  This  year 
we  have  a  Serbian  girl,  Yelene  Grgitch,  -who  has  just  come 
to  this  country. 

Antoinette  Malet  came  to  Sweet  Briar  in  October.  1918, 
being  one  of  the  French  students  chosen  by  the  French 
government,  in  response  to  an  invitation  from  many  Ameri- 
can colleges  for  French  students  to  come  over  and  study 
in  our  institutions  as  guests  of  the  colleges.  She  came  from 
Lozere,  a  department  in  Southeastern  France,  wliere  she 
liad  been  a  student  in  the  Lycee.  After  teaching  for  three 
years  in  the  secondary  schools  she  went  to  the  University 
of  Toulouse. 

When  she  arrived  in  America  she  could  read  English  and 
underatand  it  if  it  was  spoken  slowly,  but  she  could  not 
speak  it.  To-day  she  speaks  it  well  and  often  surprises 
you  with  bits  of  slang.  She  hopes  to  get  her  degree  from 
Sweet  Briar  with  the  present  Senior  class,  but  it  is  no 
means  certain  because  it  is  veiy  difficult  to  correlate  two 
such  different  systems   of  education. 

She  is  delighted  with  Sweet  Briar  and  is  amazed  at  the 
attention  paid  to  athletics.  When  the  girls  riding  horse- 
back passed  her,  she  said:  'They  are  just  like  men;  they 
do  so  many  things."    These  amusements  seem  strange  to  a 
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French  girl  who  is  used  to  such  pastime  as  sitting  in  the 
house  and  embroidering. 

The  Serbian,  Yelene  Grgitch,  comes  from  Belgrade,  and 
was  brought  over  by  Dr.  Rosalie  Slaughter  Morton,  of  Vir- 
ginia. She  graduated  from  the  Gymnase  and  was  helping 
in  a  Red  Cross  hospital  before  she  came  to  America.  Witli 
a  knowledge  of  German  and  French  but  no  English,  she 
has  had  great  difficulty,  but  she  is  improving  so  rapidly  in 
English  that  we  feel  astonished  when  we  listen  to  her. 

Yelene  is  quite  an  athlete,  having  swum  to  the  dam  the 
first  day  after  her  arrival  and  defeated  all  her  opponents. 
We  regret  that  Yelene  will  most  probably  not  return  to 
Sweet  Briar  as  she  wishes  to  study  Medicine  or  Dentistry. 

Sweet  Briar  is  indeed  proud  to  have  these  two  girls  as 
students  this  year  and  the  Alumnae  certainly  envy  the  girls 
who  have  the  opportunity  of  knowing  these  girls  who  come 
from  countries  long  renown  for  their  learning  and  culture.
